In 1944, the Executive Board of the Association appointed a committee to obtain if- 
formation about the educational services offered in other countries for early child- 
hood education This report contains the findings of the Committee, and although 
(owing to inadequate information), about half the twenty-seven countries!’ reports 
are in the form of summaries, the other half are fairly comprehensive. They indi- 
cate types of services and programmes for pre-school children, and express each 
country's philosophy of education and problems in the fields of education, health 
and family welfare The reports are in alphabetical order, and include for each 
country statistics of the total population, children of pre-school ages and number 
of kindergartens.

This work summarizes the quantitative and qualitative results of the first five-year 
period after the 1945 reform, which aimed mainly at providing schools for Moslems 
In the preface the Director of Public Instruction, M. Thabault, points to the im- 
provement in quality as shown by examination results and to the growth in school 
attendance; the absolute figures are higher than foreseen in the plan. and become 
still more significant if the rate of growth is considered The Director defines 
the general characteristics of the educational system which is designed to help 
Morocco acquire the status of a modern State; use of Arabic as the medium in all 
possible cases, and integration of Moroccan and French sources of inspiration so as 
to meet the needs of economic development In this connexion he insists that scien 
tific and technical education should be expanded more than liberal studies 

The various chapters of the book cover the several spheres of action: scientific

research; higher education; the guidance and information centre; primary and second 
ary education on the European pattern; Mosiem education; Jewish education; technical 
education; the office of supplies and buildings; the association for holiday camps, 

youth services; physical education and sports. Subject bibliographies appear in the

Having in mind the needs of the Nigerian Government Departments for technically 
trained staffs of native Nigerians, a survey was made by the authors of existing 
conditions throughout the country, and this Keport 1) assesses the need for pro 
viding essential types of higher technical education; 2) advises on organization 
Capital and recurrent costs, and the location of such colleges; and 3) indicates 
how the new college organization and the institutions for technical education pro 
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vided under the ten-year Development Plan can be integrated into a complete techni- 
cal education structure. Emphasis is placed upon the need for providing teacher~ 
training, the location of the college branches, and courses of instruction for wo- 
men in the technical college. With Appendices covering present and estimated future 
requirements for technically trained personnel, etc.. this is a comprehensive and

This book is a study of the educational needs of the Bolivian Indians. After a brief 
description of rural life in a Bolivian community. showing the miserable conditions 
of the Indian section of the population. the author gives an historical outline of 
education among the Indians since pre-Columbian days. There follows a full account 
of Senor Reyeros‘'s visit to "Utama", the Indian school at Caquiaviri. The Indians 
themselves built the school; 80 children of both sexes attend it. Twelve other 
schools in nearly villages depend on "Utama". The author stresses the need for more 
of such schools in Bolivia, and the need for them to concentrate on fundamental edu 
cation. especially with an agricultural bias

The main purpose of the "Instituto del Inquilino" (Small-holders‘' Institute) is to 
help the rural population to acquire better means of existence. so that the stand- 
ard of living, especially diet and dress, may be improved, Mobile teams of specialists 
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visit the communities, give practical demonstrations to the farmers and their fami- 
lies, and establish personal contact with them and with groups of co-operators.The 
missions also provide certain materials or equipment - such as seeds, simple machi- 
nes for cottage industries, etc. - and help in the distribution of the produce. 

The series of booklets "Libros del Huaso Chileno" (Huaso - countrymen) is sent free 
to the families. These booklets may be described as follow-up reading after the lite~ 
racy primer used for adults; they are designed for leisure-time reading; and scat- 
tered among the recreational and general articles and illustrations is educational 
material which continues the work of the missions. The last title published, "Vista 
de Chile", contains elementary information about vaccines, food values, land measu- 
rement, disinfection of seed, storage of hay, etc. A corre_pondence service has 
been established between the Institute and the "huaso" families. On request, pamph- 
lets on home industries and practical information are sent to correspondents.

This pamphlet describes an adult and community education experiment conducted since

vides activities mainly for adults, but caters also for school and even pre-school 
children. The programme includeS courses, institutes and committees, The courses 

are kept aS unacademic as possible; they are set up at the request of groups who 
want to learn a technique that will help them improve their conditions of living or 
of work. The Institutes are study-groups for examining and solving community problems; 
among those established are the co-operative, the library, various clubs and associa- 
tions for sport, drama, mothers, etc., all of which have their headquarters in the 
school. The Committees resemble institutes in that they deal with similar problems, 
but have no permanent character.

In 1950, the Military Governing Body (Junta Militas de Gobierno) of Peru decided to 
launch a campaign to develop the education of peasant children and to improve the 
Social, cultural, economic and physical conditions of the Indian communities.

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.present booklet describes in detail the plan of action, sets forth the aims of the 
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importance of the campaign can be judged by the fact that the rural population of 
the country totallcd 5,157,904 out of a population of 8,132,763 inhabitants. The

Emphasis is laid on the fundamental r6le of the teacher 
in promoting school health in co-operation with parents and community. A bibliogra- 
phy under subject headings is appended. 


Prosser, Chas. A., and Quigley, Thos H. Vocational Education in a Democracy. Chica- 
go, I”i.: American Technical Society, 1949. 575 pp. $ 6.50. 


This is a completely revised edition of the 1925 publication. The earlier edition 
made an important contribution to the development of a sound philosophy of vocatio- 





nal education in the United States, when the mags training of workers was a new 
venture in public education - during the two decades that followed, vocational edu- 
cation developed more rapidly in America than any other educational movement in its 
history . 

This new edition brings up to date the principles, policies, and methods of train- 
ing which have been checked at intervals, "against the changing demands on workers 
and the widening experiences of schools in their efforts to adapt vocational train- 
ing to a dynamic economic world." This publication has wide circulation as a refe- 
rence book since its philosophy is that of the American Industrial Society, and it 
has translated this philosophy into practical vocational education administration 
and methods of training. It is also valuable for its comprehensive coverage of (U.S.) 
Federal Acts, Federal administration, policies and aid to schools and classes. The 
present edition closes with a chapter on "Democratizing Education", on why and how 
to make democracy live

Following resolutions adopted at a preliminary conference of chiefs of Indian tates 
in January 1950, a national planning conference was held in April, to formulate a 
long term plan for improving Indian social and industrial economy. The present re- 
port incorporates the minutes and resolutions of this latter conference 

The first half of the report consists of speeches, outlining the need for, as well 
as the difficulties inherent in, national planning. The second half camprises the 
committee's interim recommendations, called an "immediate economic programme". Spe- 
cific aims and plans are laid down for reforms in agriculture, cottage industries, 
education, public health, general industry and manufacturing, etc. Special emphasis 
is given to the relation of these problems to rural communities.

Martin, Loveday. Into the breach; the emergency training scheme for teachers. London: 
Turnstile Press (10 Great Turnstile , W.C. 1), 1949. 65 pp. 5s. 


Because of increased school enrolments following the Education Act of 1944 and de- 
pletion in the ranks of teachers owing to the war in 1944-45, England faced the ne- 
cessity of training large numbers of new teachers virtually overnight. This book is 
an account of the creation and operation of the Emergency Training Colleges,in which 
over a four-year period some forty thousand ex-servicemen and women were given twel- 
ve months of concentrated training. Since then they have, for the most part, been 

serving with considerable success as regularly qualified teachers. As the two radi- 
cal features of the programme the author stresses the acceleration of the course and 
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the relative maturity of the students, and then discusses the following organiza- 
tional aspects: initial planning by the Ministry of Education, student selection, 
premises, recruitment of faculty, curricula, and the subsequent professional sta- 
tus of the emergency trained teachers.

This brief directory "seeks to give the most important facts about those organiza-

Hammonds, Cassie. Teaching Agriculture. New York : McGraw-Hill Book Co., 1950.353pp 
$ 3.50. 


This book deals with teaching methods generally and in particular as applied to agri- 
culture. It is designed to provide the teacher with a background of educational con 
cepts and psychology applicable from the elementary school to the college level The 
learning process, teaching objectives, problem solving, developing attitudes, prac- 
tical work etc. are discussed at length. There are chapters on farmers' clubs, exten- 
Sion methods and adult farmer courses. 


Humphrey, Norman. Africans and their land. Nairobi, Kenya : Highway Press; London : 
Longmans, Green, 1948-49 (?). 7 v. illus. No price given. (Book 1. The land and its 
problems. Book 2. Crops and soil fertility. Book 3. Animals and soil fertility 
Book 4. The problem of soil erosion. Book 5. Forests, trees and the farmer. Book 6 
Food and the farmer. Book 7. Balanced farming) 


The pamphlets in this set, averaging sixty pages each, are printed with parallel 
English and Swahili text, and are designed to explain in simple terms to the African 
farmer the need for soil conservation and the practical means for its achievement. 
The remedies proposed require only the most modest outlay of capital and equipment; 
considerable stress is laid upon the value of community co-operation. The text is 
supplemented by series of study questions, specialized glossaries, diagrams and pho 
tographs. 


Worst, Edward F. Foot-Power Loom Weaving. Milwaukee, Wisconsin : Bruce Publishing 
Company, 1948. 275 pp. No price given 


The author suggests thét the material presented in this manual should prove useful 
to girls taking the various household-arts courses, and also to all those who believe 
that advanced weaving can be pursued as a wholesome occupation in itself. It should 
also prove to be a valuable reference book to the home-craft operator and to opera 
tors in villages in underdeveloped areas where hand weaving is an important industry. 
The descriptions are written in non-technical language and can be easily understood 
by the amateur weaver. Detailed drawings of looms, including the Swedish and Danish 
foot--power looms, are given. The essential parts of a loom are described in detail 
and illustrated, including accessories and weavers' gadgets, and the steps in sett 
ing up the work are made clear. Many figures giving drafts of both simple and intri- 
cate patterns are included. There is also a long chapter on the fascinating subject 
of dyes and dyeing.
